(Before His Honour, Mr Fielding Clarke, 
Chief Justice.) -

THE MATOH LABEL INJUNCTION, 

Tho match labo) case, in which Bernsrd 
Farth, of Vienna, obtained interim injunc- 
tion to restrain J. D. Hutchison from selling 
lucifer matches in boxos benring wrappers 
imitating or ‘xepresenting a paper -Jabel 
registered by Mr Firth, again came before 
the Court.

Mr Lach atated that an affidarit had 
boon filed late yestordsy afternoon by the 
defendant, and he saked for an adjourn- 
mont toanswar this offidavit. 

Mr Francis, in the course of tho disous- 

sion which followed, explained that the 
matches had been obtained on behalf of 
tho Fuk Chung Loong by Mr Hutchison, 
and part of ‘the consignment had been 
delivored to the Fuk Ohung Loong, who 
wore threatening proceedings if the ra- 
maindor of tbe consignment was not made 
ovor tothom within a given period. Tho 
matches were in reality not Mc Hutchison’s 
property, and application was made to the 
‘Court to igsae an’ order introducing the 
Chinese firm as a party in the action. 
After some conversation Hie Lordship 
agread to make the ordor, and it was

THE DEFENCE OF OUR MERCAN- 
TILE MARINE. 


Lord Charles Beresford dolivered an 
addreit to the London Chamber of Com- 
merco, at the Cannon-street Hote!, on the 
13th July, on ‘The Protection of tho 
Mercantile Marine during War.’ Bir A, 
K. Rollit, MLP., presided. 

Lord Oharles Beresford, who was recaived 
with long and loud applause, said that from 
his point of view the London Chamber of 
Gommorce was the most influential body in 
the kingdom, Ha could not forget tho aid 
he had received from them when he and 
‘others fouy yeara sgo took up the question 
of urging the Government of the day to 
extend the Navy at a cost of twenty mil- 
lions of pounds, and how thoy: did not get 
the mind of the House of Commons, or the 
public either, to be really agitated, until 
they came down fo the Obambher of Com- 
mero and stated the regtons why suph 5 
demand had to be made, All that led to 
the Government granting the sum usked 
for, and adding 20 ships to the Fiect. He’ 
‘thought that in the paper he was abaut to 
teat to them it would be shown bow nesos- 
Laary it was that there should be an absolute 
‘policy of defence'laid down for the whole 
of the Empire, in which facts should bo 
shown instead of fallacious theorios, as had 
too often teen-the case. ‘The question was 
how to. protect the Mercantile Marine in 
time of war, Bo a8 to insure the sopply of 
‘foodsnd raw material eo necessary for the 
sustenance of the. population. ‘The safoty 
of the country. was 98 vitally important as 
ths strength and efficiency of tho Navy. 
‘Tt had: been too mych the cugtor to over: 
look, in ite main particulars, the safety af 
‘our: merchant ‘vessels, Ag-soatters wore 
now orranged there wan, in fant; no dafinite 
policy whatever as would enaurg the delt- 
very: of food. gad raw-material ‘for the 
people in time of war, After epimerating’ 
the ‘somber. of merchant vessels in’ the 
world, he said tlist Great.Britain only pos- 
‘peasod: one. crvisor for “every 71, while 
Franca, which did not depend upon the im.

Lotd 
Charles pointed out the vast importance of 
Gibraltar as a place of security for our 
Mercantile Marins if presaed by an enomy. 
There wauld be no objection to” London 
romaining asa place’ of embarkation, but 
he thought that if safer routes wero: taken, 
although they might be somewhat longer, 
socnrity would be attained in time of war 
It was the narrow seas and the Suez Canal 
route that should be avoided. He regard- 
ed Gibraltar as the most important of all 
our strategic positions, ‘but it remained 
inadequate ass base of operations. No 
enemy dere, however. attack. the Rock 
tnlest he had absolute command of the 
seas, and that was not likely to arise. 
Tho real use of Gibraltar depended upon 
its being » pewerfal and effective bass 
both for mercantile and military shipping 5 
but, ss at present organised, it wa ld be 
iropossible for it to undertake those duties 
which it ought to perform. It would be 
madness for ships to sttempt to coal there 
in the absence of men-of-war to protect 
them, and he thought that the mole should 
bo extended at leaat 1800 feet if it was to 
moot all the nocossities of the casa. It was 
a work that could be done in three years 
and at the cost of £316,000, and, to his 
mind, it was criniinal for the Government 
not to tske such a workin hand, in view 
of the stupendous importahco which Gib- 
raltat would be in timo of war. He had 
boon there recently, and was astonished to 
find that nothing had been done to improve 
its defences, It seemed to bo insanity not 
to havo takon stops for rendering it a safe 
harbour for ships, and aa 8 good station 
for the coaling of tho Fleet. There were 
many in the House of Commons and in-the 
Mercantile Marine who thought that diffi- 
oulties with respect to our merchant verscls 
might be surmounted in time of war by 
their taking advantage of the Declaration 
of Paris, and by-placing ships under a for- 
eign neutral flag, but no thought or plan 
or ides bad arisen as to how such a 
gigantic operation was to be carried 
out, and.eo matters would, be expected, re- 
main until a panio, consequent on a sudden 
dcolaration of war, arose, The noble 
Lord’s remarks pointed to the danger of 
our Mercantila Marine using the Channel 
and Suez Canal route, owing to the pasition 
of the French torpedo atationa : the inabili- 
ty of our militaryshipping to fairly cope with 
thoae stations ; the nepessity of proparing 
and orgsnising another route for merchant 
vessel other than the Canal route before a 
war commenced ; tho immediate necessity 
of making Gibraliar a proper maritime 
basis into..which the Wercattile Marice 
could go safely ;. the necessity of giving 
mercantile signals suitable for modern re- 
quirements; and the necessity of having 
the Olauses of the Declaration of Paris 
clearly defined, especially -those which 
might be of disadvanitege to us ; and he said 
themore these questions were yentilated the 
gooner ogr weak points would.be exponad 
and froed from those periodical panica 
which ware ao dangerous to the nation, and 
8Q projudicial to its commercial interaste.

Valetta (Malta), Joly 19.—The court- 
martial which ia trying certain of the 
officers of the war ebip Victoria for losin, 
their vessol aff the coast of Tripoli resume 
its sitting this morning, this: being the 
third day of the trial, Tho first witness 
called to-day was Rear-Admiral Markham, 
whoso flag waa flying on the Camperdown 
at the time she ran into and sank the Vic- 
toria. His official dispetohes to the 
Admiralty roporting the fact and the de- 
tails of the disaster were read, and he 
stated that he had nothiag to add to these 
diepatohos. ’ 

When questioned as ‘to. the impression 
wade upon him when the signal af Vice- 
Aduiral Tryon was hoisted on the Victoria, 
ordering thet the distance between the two 
columns be six cable lengths, Rear-Admiral 
Markham replied that when the.signal-was 
read ‘he said to the fag Hientenant: ‘* That 
is impossible, since it is an impracticable 
maveuvre.’ The reat-admiral then repeut- 
ed the story of the signala as contalnod in 
his dispatches to the admiralty. He ssid 
that when he signaled to the Victoria he 
did not quite understand tho signal and 
the Victoria answered that the Camperdown 
was delsying the manwavres, it then 
occurred to the witness that be waa to put 
the helm of the Qumperdown gown aod 
turn her sixteen -pointa etarboard,’ while 
the Vie'oria would ease her helm and circle 
: round on the outside of the division, which 
wae being led by the Camperdsion. 

Rear-Adypi Markbarm forther said 
that he had conferred with his Flag Liea- 
tenan$ and Captain, and that both con- 
ourred in ‘this assumption, that the Vic~ 
toria was to pass round.on the outside of 
the Camperdown. Had. this assimption 
beets founded on fact the manmnvre wonld 
have been attended by no danger. When 
he discovered that hig assumption was
